Talmage will be made by men who 
have been intimately associated with 
him. At 9 o'clock -Wednesday morn- 
ing tbe interment will take place In 
the family lot at Greenwood Ceme- 
tery, Brooklyn.

Budget Statement Showi Deficit 


of $225,000,000. 


NEW TAXES WERE ANNOUNCED 


London. April 15.—Tbe 
chancellor 


of the exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, made the budget statement in 


j the house of commons yesterday. He 


declared that the past year had not 
been 
exceptionally 
prosperous, but 


there was nothing to depress the coun- 
try. 
Despite the fact that thousand* of 


workmen had been removed from pro- 
ductive labor by the war. the revenue 
tgures showed no diminution of busi- 
ness at home, while there was a sat- 
isfactory increase of 
foreign, trade, 


and there was no reason for thinking 
that there has been any falling off of 
the consuming power of the people. 
He then announced that the total de- 
ficit would reach £45.000,000 ($225,- 
•00,000). which includes about £17,- 
000,000 additional war expenses. 


The chancellor of 
the exchequer 


said be had hopes of a happy result 
from the conference in South Africa, 
but be bad put them aside. Prepara- 
tions for the continuance of the war 
were the best guarantee of peace. The 
income tax is increased a penny in 
the pound sterling. There is no in- 
crease in the duty on sugar. The sink- 
ing fund is to be suspended. The du- 
ties on wine, beer, tobacco and tea are 
not changed. A penny tax is imposed 
on dividend warrants, and two penny 
stamps must be placed on checks, in- 
stead of one penny as heretofore. A 
dnty of 5 pence per hundred-weight is 
imposed on flour. The sum of £32,- 
000,000 will be borrowed. The duty 
on meat is five pence per hundred- 
weight. 


The revenue from the new taxation 


is expected to be £5.160,000. After 
borrowing £32,000,000 the chancellor 
of tbe exchequer will make up the 
deficit by drafts on the exchequer. 


At a late hour last night it was 


learned upon excellent authority that 
the principal provision of the budget, 
namely the treasury loan of £32,000.- 
000, 
upon which Sir Michael Hicks- 


Beach was remarkably--reticent, has 
a serious bearing upon the peace ques- 
tion. There appears to be a very 
strong belief in the cabinet that, owing 
to the expected early termination oi 
the war the £32,000,000 will never be 
needed. 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach is seldom 


dramatic; but when he referred to the 
' government's intention to restock the 
Boer, as well as the colonial farms, 
his voice rose to an eloquent pitch. 
His gesture, as he spoke in praise of 
the valor of the Boers, and expressed 
his hopes for subsequent friendship 
between 
Briton and Boer, took* the 


house with him. and the cheers, espe- 
cially from the opposition, prevented 
the 
speaker , from, 
continuing his 


speech for some moments. During this 
pause the chancellor of 
the exche- 


quer turned towards Mr. Chamberlain, 
the colonial secretary, who sat pale 
and motionless, palpably none toe 
well pleased at this official recantation 
of his "unconditional surrender" for- 
mula.

ed request from the Boer leaders at 
Pretoria for an armistice pending tbe 
negotiations. This alone is not likely 
to cause the Boers to withdraw from 
the conference, but what threatens to 
stop tbe negotiations is the fact that 
tbe government declines to place the 
later Cape rebels upon the same foot- 
ing as the burghers with respect to 
amnesty, and is not Inclined to with- 
draw the banishment proclamation. 
These features are regarded by the 
Boers as two cardinal points 19 the ir- 
reducible minimum of terms which 
Lord Milner went to Pretoria to as- 
certain, and in return for which th<r 
Boers agree to the loss of independ- 
ence and a general surrender.

Daily Mail are that Great Britain shall 
rebuild and restock the farms, take j 
over the legal claims and liabilities cf j 
the two republics and grant.a repre 
sentative government within a shorter 
period than is cow contemplated.

Twenty-fifth Infantry, be de- 
rected to proceed to San Francisco

practiced by him upon a native of the 
Philippine Islands at Igbarras on the 
27th of Jane, 1900.

Great as tbe provocation has 
been in dealing with foes who habit- 
ually resort to treachery, murder and 
torture against our men, nothing can 
justify, or will be held to justify, 
the use of torture or inhuman con- 
duct of any kind on. the part of the 
American army."

EXPRESS TRAIN KILLED THREE 
Two Painter* and a Negro Terribly 


Mangled By Reyal Blue Expreee. 
Langborae. Pa, April 1«.—Three 


men were instantly killed by a Royal 
Blue flyer at Langhorne tatton. on the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railway, 
yesterday morning. Two of 
them. 


Ralph D. Clark and Joseph White, 
painters in the employ of the railway 
company, 
were literally ground to 


pieces, and the other, a colored man. 
named William Bacon, was knocked 
a distance of 50 feet and Instantly 
kiHed. 


The accident, it appears, was large- 


ly due to the fact that the flyer, bound 
to New York, was over an hour late. 
The painters who were killed were 
working on the east-bound track, while 
another. Joseph S. Dunn, waa working 
on tbe west-bound track, painting the 
dividing fence. Just before the flyer 
loomed in sight a coal train bound 
west passed through the station. Dunn 
jumped to the platform out of Its way, 
but Clark and White, being on the 
other side of the fence, continued their 
task. 
With a rush and a roar the 


Blue Line train was upon them. 


They had no chance te escape, and 


in a second they were ground against 
the fence, the bodies rolling for fully 
30 yards. Right at the end of the 
fence Is the road crossing, and hera 
the colored man passed around the 
rear end of the coal train, directly In 
front of 
the flyer. His body flew 


through tbe air and fell to one side of 
the track. 


The station presented a horrible ap- 


pearance: blood was everywhere. The 
newly-painted fence was bespattered 
for fully half its length. Ralph Clark, 
it appsars. had only Just secured a 
position with the road, and yesterday 
was his first at the work. Within an 
hour of the time he started he was 
dead.

military service for participating in 
the riots of 1901. 
He said he had 


been subsequently pardoned, but that 
he had not been reinstated at the 
university, and that he therefore re- 
venged himself upon M. Sipiaguine.

A Coast on the Big Smoky.

A little beyond Valentine the line 


zigzags up a mountainside, taking near- 
ly iifiec-a miies of track to cover per- 
haps cue-fifth of the distance. It is a. 
bad place for the hauling of heavy 
freight: for iniK-h of the way the road- 
bed is blasted out or built up on the 
sheer mountainside, so that it over- 
iiangs bare bluffs and wooded slopes 
where the pines seem to grow otit of 
cce another's tops: and the grade is 
such that ao train is hauled by less 
than two engines. 


On the shoulder of the mountain it 


becomes easier, however; for a mile or 
t\vo it is almost level where the trick 
make? a wide circle around the moun- 
tain: then it grows steep again, and 
here stands a little sawmill, with a 
short siding for convenience in loading 
cars. 


Very early on a July morning two 


years ago a freight train left an empty 
flat car on this siding, and at S o'clock 
it was half loaded with walnut planks 
for Ashevil!e. The brakes were nor 
set. it wouli appear, but the car was 
blocked by strips of scantling under 
the wheels. How these became dis- 
placed it is impossible to say; perhaps 
they were struck by the hoofs of the 
mules engaged in hauling the lumber; 
perhaps they were loosely placed, and 
the increasing weight of the car grad- 
ually pushed them out of position. 


At any rate, the car suddenly slid off 


very softly, and began to roll down the 
siding toward the switch. 


Xo one happened to notice the escape 


of the car till it had made some twenty 
cr thirty yards, and then the men had 
no time to overtake and stop it before 
it should reach the end of the siding. 
The switch was supposed to be set 
for the main line, for the west bound 
passenger train was due to pass in 
fifteen minutes, and the men at the 
mill watched the slowly moving car 
in disgust, expecting to see it go off 
the track at the open rail ends. 


It might fall upon its side, requiring 
i locomotive to haul it into place again: 
in any case there would be hours of 
labor in jacking it upon the rails. 
But to every one's amazement and 
horror, it struck the switch with a 
rattle and clank, went through and 
moved out upon the main line, still 
slowly but with increasing speed. 


There is no station or telegraph oface 


at this point. The seldom used switch 
is manipulated by the trainmen, and it 
had evidently 
been left open with 


criminal carelessness by the crew of 
the freight train that had passed four 
hours earlier. 
The passenger train 


should already hare left Valentine, the 
ne^c station, below, and there was no 
possibility of warning ir. 


On those sleep grades the wild car 


would attain a speed of 100 miles an 
Iicur before ir had gone far: it would 
crash into the train like n bolt from a 
catapult: and collision and derailment 
on. those 
mountain 
curves are the 


equivalent of a high bridge disaster in 
level country. 


As has been said, the grade war- 


extremely slight for a milt- or two. and 
rhe car appeared to be moving so s-ow- 
ly that there seemed a possibility of 
overtaking it, bnardiurr it aad setting 
the brake?.

In 1SSO, at the age of forty- 
seven, he had saved $00,000; and In 
1SSS he had by speculation, increased 
his fortune to $125.000 ia cash and 
some S^OO.OOO In Trieste and Parenzo 
real estate. Since then he has quad- 
rupled his -wealth by trading on the 
Bourse.—New York Herald.

ArtlAcial Propagation !>•«• Xot S«em M 


Ave«uapli>h It. 


No longer is there justification for 


deluding ourselves with the belief 
that the artificial propagation of the 
lobster can arrest its decadence in this 
state to any great degree, and tbe 
chance of doing this grows alarmingly 
less every year. It is well known laat 
the United States fish commission has 
made a most zealous and commenda- 
ble effort to stem the tide. It has 
spent both money and labor to restock 
cur waters with lobsters, and has in 
recent years done all in that direction 
tfeat seemed possible of accomplish- 
ment. Ir has not oeea stinted in means, 
aad though it has been working for the 
benefit of the fishermen, it has paid 
full market price or more, for every ob- 
tainable egg-bearing lobster, so that as 
many as possible could be secured. 
The lobsters produced from the eggs 
thus secured are so many Jdded to the 
natural production, for if the females 
v.-ere not purchased by the commission 
the eggs in most 
cases 
would be 


£1 ripped from them, and they would 
be sold for food. And it may be added 
that the female lobster, after bein^ 
stripped by the spawn takers of the 
commission is thrown into the sea, .so 
that It may produce eggs again, if It 
escapes the fisherman's pot and the 
market. 


A close season for a certain number 


of months each year, if legislation of 
this kind is attempted, will meet with 
less c-ppositioa. and will give wider 
satisfaction than - absolute prohibition 
of fishiag for a. term of years. And If 
an annual close season is Uia.de to 
cover the moaths when the lobster is 
most In aeed of a protection that can 
be derived from a prohibition of fish- 
ing, if the present laws are also re- 
tained or better ones enacted, and 
adequate provision is made for their 
enforcement, there is reason for be- 
lieving much can be dene to stay the 
decadence of the lobster, and possibly 
to increase it in our waters. 


It is evident, however, that a. close 


season for a term of months each year. 
If it is to be made effective, should in- 
clude at least a portion of the time 
when the female lobsters are carrying 
their eggs, also the spawning period 
and the shedding seasoa. This is the 
time when the bulk:- of the short lob- 
sters taken are disposed of; it is then 
that more is done to deplete the lobster 
and to destroy the fishery for it than 
caa be done at any other period of the 
year. For a portion of the time, too. 
the lobster is moulting, aad during :its 
soft-saelled period it is unfit for fooa. 
Generally tne fishermen are obliged to 
keep their pots out of the water for a 
greater or less length of time In mid- 
summer, because of this. 


It is true, if fishiag is prohibited at 


this season, it would aot be practica- 
ble for the United States fish commis- 
sion to continue lobster culture in this 
state, except the eggs are obtained else- 
•vvhere. But this need cause no anx- 
iety, for men cannot Improve upon na- 
ture. If the female lobster is undis- 
turbed during its breeding season: the 
only proper reason 
for 
artificially 


batching lobsters is to save what might 
otherwise be lost, aad this is the mo- 
tive that has controlled In this work-— 
Bostoa Traascript.

Discoveries by Dr. Stein in Part of 


Chinese Empire. 


Dr. M. A. Stein, the German ex- 


plorer, has been emulating the arch- 
aeological achievements of Dr. Sven 
Hedin, the Sweden savant, in the dis- 
covery- of evidences of ancient civili- 
zation in the deserts of central Asia. 
The interesting 
discoveries of Dr. 


Stein are several hundred miles west 
of those which Dr. Hediu has made. 
He found in Chinese Turkestan whole 
towns that bad been covered by drift- 
ing sands. Some of them evidently 
dated from about the beginning of the 
Christian era. while others must have 
been buried.far more than 2,000 years 
ago. 
The relics 
unearthed 
in the 


younger of these towns were essential- 
ly Indian and Buddhistic, which is not 
remarkable, as their position is not 
far from the Indian border, in a region 
that undoubtedly was subject to the 
influence 
of 
the 
Indian peoples. 


Around some 
of the buried houses 


were prettily designed gardens, trel- 
lises, embowered walks, the branches 
of the vines that had covered the 
trellises being still intact. 
The gar- 


dens were laid out on a plan that still 
prevails in Tukestan. Mulberry, peach, 
apricot and poplar trees were burled 
out of sight as they stood, and were 
still perfect almost to the last twig.

In the pond thus formed t>.o bsav- 


•ers make their lodges or houses, great 
donie-shaoed structures, six or eight 
feet high, anj some of tiem from 
twelve to twenty feet in circumfer- 
ence.

-water, and ia front of each the beav- 
ers scratch away tae mud. forming a 
deeper channel that they may sink 
the wood intended for winter food 
without danger of its being frozen in.

Sometimes as many as ten or twelve

every beaver community. When an 
accident happens to a dam or to one 
of the mouses, the little animals are 
quick to repair it, realizing, apparently, 
the value of "a stitch in time." Hunt- 
ers used to take advantage of their 
thrifty habits to work their destruc- 
tion. After breaking down a portion 
of a dam tney would sometimes hide 
In- silence until the little 
citizens 


turned out to repair the damage, and 
tben shoot the beautiful creatures in 
cold blood. At other times they would 
set steel traps under the water, and 
the 
swimming beavers would be 


caught by the leg. In the struggle fot 
freedom which followed, the limb was 
frequently torn off and beavers with

NEW RAILROAD SIGNAL. 


Merr Bartslmus, an Austrian Electri- 


cian, Exhibits a Device. 


Inventors never were more active 
than at present to devise means to 
prevent train wrecks, and this sort 
of activity is by no means confined 
to America. 
The London Chronicle 


describes a unique apparatus lately 
produced by Herr Bartelmus, an Aus- 
trian electrician, and exhibited for the ! 
first time in model form at a recent! 
meeting of Austrian railway officials, j 
The Bartelmus device employs a sig-1 
nal electric current whereby signals! 
may be transmitted from moving en- i 
giaes to stations or signal boxes, and | 
vice versa. The signal in a locomo-; 
live is placed close beside the engi-1 
neer and. normally, shows white. A' 
white light, however, is meant not to < 
indicate safety, but to show that the! 
apparatus is in working order. When 
one train approaches within a mile! 
and a half of another on the same! 
track the white light changes to green, j 
which means that the engineer must i 
proceed cautiously. If he approaches 
within 
three-quarters 
of a mile of j 


the train ahead the green signal d:s- j 
appears and a red light, warning him j 
to stop, takes its place. And should j 
he disregard the red light and run! 
within somewhat less than one-third • 
of a mile of the danger point, the ap-' 
paratus 
automatically applies the 


brakes and brings the train to a stand- 
still. When a train leaves a station 
a bel! is rung at the next two signal 
towers out oa the line and, in the 
case of a double-tracked 
or triple-j 


tracked road, a special apparatus indi-! 
cates which line the train is travel- 
Ing over; thereby the men stationed i 
at the various towers are enabled to' 
know the exact location of approach- 
ing trains and also to warn other 
trains of imminent danger. As a fur- 
ther precautionary measure, an inge-j 
nious arrangement automatically locks | 
the signals after they have been set, i 
thus preventing their being altered by! 
unauthorized 
persons. Herr Bartel-; 


mus claims that his invention renders j 
it absolutely impossible for trains to ] 
collide, whether they are proceeding I 
in the same direction or in opposite | 
directions.

They are the trunks 
of the camphor tree, the mango and 
the mahogany.

berian driftwoood 
on the shores of 


Greenland convinced Nansen that his 
idea of drifting across the Polar sea 
in the Frarn was logical. Great quan- 
tities of the wood are annually cast 
on the coasts of Spitzbergen and No- 
vaya Zemblya. and there are tribes of 
Greenland Eskimos who depend for 
sledge runners and other wooden. Im- 
plements on the drift from Siberian 
forests. For years they depended for 
iron implements on the hoops of sacks 
which came to them over aeas.
